• Pin IHstory. 


A question involving jcseorcb nnd Tvor 


thy the attention of a PhiladcJpbiala\vj'er 
is, what becomes of the 10,000,000,000 
pins yearly manufactured in the Patter 
States ftud'jtereia' consumed? True, a 
few of. these' 10,000,000,000 arc swal 
lowed by children, sorno are Vent up at 
school and placed in vacant and invit- 
ing chairs. A few million get into 
•trucks of iloors, -and the rest, for the 
most, are scattered alopg the higlnyays 
amt byways, dropped from women's 
apparel, and there left to work their 
way into the earth. 


Tho origin of pins, and whether it la 


an ancient or mouorn invention, is still 
:i matter of doubt, and the solving of 
tlio problem, equal to tho deciphering of 
B. parador in Greek. Insignificant in 
«iwi, they havb been priiscd in tho bou- 
floir -of royalty, nnd used only by nobil- 
ity onti} American iDgonnity stepped to 
the front with a machine, and Lemuel 
Wright got out 'u patent for his inven- 
tion. 


It was not until 1824 that Lemuei 


Wright, the American inventor, intro- 
duced his . aiacliiuo that, during tho 
revolution of a single wheel, made a. 
perfect pin. When sfccam was added 
tho revolution w.is conipleto. The ma- 
chine takes the wire at one end and 
presents a perfect pin as it comes out of 
the other end, performing alternately. 
the operation or cutting it, heading it,' 
rough and smooth anu then drops it 
into alreceptacle below. The whitening 
and sticking, minor labors, complete 
the operation of making ready for deliv-J 
pry to consumers. l*ins known as, 
blanket pins, about three or four Inches 
in length, to tho smallest ribbon pin,. 
which takes three hundred thousand to 
weigh ono poun*J, are till turned. out bj* 
the samo machine. Ono manufactory, 
nJono consumes throe and a half U>as o( 
brass wire every week, and turns out 
moro than ton tons of pins each six 
days. The operation of sticking pins 
bv hand, and usually performed by 
cfiildrcn, is now done by machinery. 
Tin papers are marked by means of "a 
molded piece of wood, the molds cor- 
responding to those pqrtious represent- 
ing small folds, through which pins pass 
ajhl are held. The papcrer is usually a 
girl, who gathers together Ivro of Ihq 
folds of. the paper anu places them, with) 
a small portion projecting, between the 
jaws of a vise. Herein are grooves 
channeled to servo as a guide for pas.s- 
iiigof pins. When lillecl the paper is 
rofoiised and held so that the light 
strikes it, when the eye at once detects 
(>vory defective pin and tho ready ham' 
removes it. 


Tho expense incident to the manufac- 


ture of a pin, oro machinery came to the 
rescue, rnado them arl,i('lc.s of intrinsic 
worth. . It 1G14 pin maker* offered Sir 
llalph Winwood four thousand pounds 
or a moiety of the prolitf of the com: 
ninreo iu pius for hU inllueuco in thoir 
bulialf. 
Txvo years later their charter 


W:LS confirmed, sewiring them the soli; 
pre-emption of foreign' pins, forbidding 
them being landed in any port but Lon- 
don. In 16;)C-, by tho renewal of their 
privileges by Charles L, pinners coven- 
anted u> pay Hid Majesty live hundred 
pounds pur year. The monarch <h's- 
posed of this gift by presenting it to his 
Q_ucen, when it received tho title ol 
pin money. Soon the custom was inau- 
gurated of bestowing upon wives a cer- 
tain small pension for their nsoin trifles, 
wliich received the same namo. Finally 
it was used as a dowry to a bride. A<1- 
dison condemns tie practice of bcstow-j 
ing pin money, and says: "In propor- 
tion as a woman is more or less beauti- 
ful and her husband advanced inyeara, 
B!IO stands in need of a greater or less 
number of pins, and a treaty of mar- 
riage rises or falls in her estimation ac- 
.cordingly. What would a foreigner," 
'ho contimics, "tlrinlciftie were informed 
;tliat his bride demanded five or six 
hun- 


dred pius n. yeat? Bettor had it been 
.called 'needle money,' BOOS to have im- 
plied something of good housewifery, 
.and not have given the malicious world 
occutiiori. to think that dress and trifles 
have always the uppermost place in v 
.woman's thoughts, ' 
: 


Though pins are assuredly~tho most 


trilling and insignificant article of a 
woman's n-pparel, they have not escaped 
tho attention' of either philosopher or 
poet. Byron, In describing Juan, as 
Juana, eays: 
^ 


'Tricking her ftnfirra with t.hcno cursed plas, 
>Vhk-li surety ivero Invented for our elud, 
Making a \vomao liko ft porcupine, 
Nor to oo rnshly tmichou." 


An old ballad of Thomas Tuagon, 


written in too year 1560, administers 
this wise, advice:

Shakespeare, the immortal bard, in 


profuse In using tho pin fora simile, and 
his tragedies, comedies and historic 
plays abound in the mention of this 
trifling toilet article. Hamlet says: "I, 
do not set my^life at a pin's fee." 


Tho climax of one of Shakespeare's 


most pathetic speeches does honor to 
the pin:

A MTXRDEB MYSTEBY. 


Mr. Perdue and Hie Ghastly Dis- 


covery on the Powers Farm. 


Reeuli of tbe Coroner's Inquest. 


Yesterday afternoon at about 4 o'clock while 


at work cutting down willows on the edge of 
a elougb on the Powers lartn northeast of tho 
city, about 300 yards north of tho Champaign 
branch of the Wabaeh road, Win. H. Perdue 
mailo the ghaatly discovery of agrlnolngeKull 
dnngllng from the limb of a rotten troc, with 
tho remainder of the body apparently thrown 
upon tho ground, noar the trunk ol tho tree. 
At first he supposed the clothing had boon 
thrown away by men who had been ditching 
there, but on seeing tho head hanging from 
the limb to which It was fastened by n rope, ho 
made a cloeor examination of the clothing anil 
6nw that It contained tbo skeleton of n man. 
Then he loft the spot and got Charles Wbocler, 
who was working In a tlold near by, to come 
and see what he had found. Mr. Perdue came 
to the city and notified Coroner Benduro who 
with J. D, Bullard went to tho epot and 
brought the skeleton to tho Bullard undertak- 
ing rooms, which le also tho olllco of the coro- 
ner. The bond hung on a limb four feet from 
tho ground and Ibe tree was so rotten that the 
limb wae easily broken off. An examination 
Of tho head, from which nearly all the flesh bnd 
disappeared, ehowod tho man had undoubtedly 
boon murdered, for at the back of the head, 
near ibe base of tho brain, wore found two 
holes about an Inch and a half apart, made by 
a 32-callbro bullet. Tho theory generally ao. 
copied Is that the man had boon shot and then 
taken to the tree, which is hidden by willows 
and weeds, and hung there In the hope of hid- 
ing tho orlino. The head may have been cut 
fiom tho body by the villain or villains and 
then fastened to the limb, tho body being loft 
on tho ground to mako It appear that It bad 
fallen there; but It -was a bungling Job, ae tbe 
situation clearly Indicates. Tho man certainly 
could never have bun« himself to that rotten 
limb four feet from tho ground, anil surely 
thoao bullet holes In his bead IB evidence 


out'h of a deliberately planned murder. 


There wns no revolver or other deadly weapon 
found about the tree. 


At tho ofuco of tho coroner last night tho 


skeleton lay In a coffin Just as It was found by 
Perdue. Tho rope remained fastened about tho 
nock. The man bad on a suit of blue overalls 
and an undershirt of tbo same material, also a 
pair of etoga boots, partly worn. In one of 
als pockets was found a pipe. Near tho tree, 
It sbould bo stated, was found a two-buehU 
sack, in which tho beheaded body may have 
been carried In tho darkness to the epjt. This 
sack was also in tho coflin. Hundreds of peo- 
ple looked at tho bkeleton, and many woro tho 
speculations as to whoso It could possibly be. 
The general opinion was that tho icmalns 
wore those of ouo Thomas Markowski, an old 
domcntwl Polundcr,whoso froquentdlsappcar- 


nceo lu tho llfth ward last winter wore tho 


causo of much trouble to hie lolutlvee It will 
be remembered tbut Markowek! attempted to 
till hltneclf on oue occasion, Inflicting a uuai- 
bor of serious cuts on hjs body Later he lot t 
ils homo and was found wandering about lu a 
lyhl north of the city, ultor he had been absent 
day.
